of the board, George H. Maxfield, 
and amid some confusion the board 
finally adjourned. 


During the early portion of the 


session a number of applications 
from various police officers through- 
out the county were read. On mo- 
tion, all of these were laid over un- 
til the next meeting to provide time 
for investigation. 


The city clerk filed with the coun- 


cil his verification certificate of the 
petition seeking the recall of the 
present chairman, George H. Max- 
field. 
The 
verification 
certificate 


showed that of the 298 names upon 
the petition, only 12 were disallow- 
ed, making a bona fide petition of 
286 names. In compliance with the 
law, the recall election required a 
petition of 224 names. Acting City 
Attorney Dailey S. Stafford suggest- 
ed the advisability of calling the 
election on the date of the regular 
municipal election, which will be 
April Hth.

The synopsis of this resolu- 
tion follows: 


The resolution, after setting forth 


the voting of $25,000,000 in bonds 
for the construction of a flood con- 
trol and water conservation dam 
with a capacity of 240,000 acre feet 
in the San Gabriel canyon at "the 
Forks," states that the safety of 
thousands of people depends on the 
construction of said dam; that the 
construction is delayed by a protest 
from the city of Pasadena against 
granting right of way for a railroad 
in the floor of the canyon to propos- 
ed dam site; and that a federal com- 
mission is conducting hearings upon 
the application of the flood control 
district for a reservoir site and rail- 
road right of way, and resolves: 


First, that the dam and reservoir 


sites have received the approbation 
of eminent engineers; second, that 
future investigations by the divis- 
ion of water rights and future de- 
velopments after completion of the 
reservoir may demonstrate that ad- 
ditional storage facilities be requir- 
ed, which would be impossible if the 
proposed dam should be built at a 
lower site than "the Forks"; third, 
that the height of the proposed dam 
at the forks is 480 feet, in compari- 
son with a height of 530 feet at the 
lower point, Granite Dike, the great- 
er height of the dam increasing the 
danger of flood through breakage; 
fourth, 
an 
election to authorize 


change in site would imply serious 
legal questions, undoubtedly result- 
ing in an interminable and bitter 
litigation, as the lower site is in 
part controlled by the city of Pasa- 
dena, as the people of the communi- 
ties and rural districts entitled to 
the natural flow of the San Gabriel 
river arc unalterably opposed to the 
construction of said dam and reser- 
voir at any point which would give 
the city of Pasadena any claim to 
the waters which would be inter- 
cepted by said dam and stored in 
said reservoir, or any control of said 
ilam or reservoir. And further re- 
solved that the federal commission 
be furnished a copy of this resolu- 
tion and be urged to grant the ap- 
plication of the Los Angeles flood 
control district for the rights of way 
applied for by it, that the board of 
supervisors may advertise for bids 
for the construction of the dam.

Saves Huge Sum 


Keeping frost-bitten oranges off 


the market put more than $15,000,- 
000 into the pockets of California 
fruit growers last year. W. G. Alle- 
walt, chief of the state department 
of agriculture bureau of fruit and 
vegetable standardization, in mak- 
ing this estimate, explained that 
elimination of damaged oranges en- 
abled growers to sell the remainder 
of the crop at not less than $1 more 
per box than tncy would have realiz- 
ed if. the good and bad fruit had 
been shipped indiscriminately. 


"It 
has been demonstrated re- 


peatedly," he said, "that the mar- 
ket will take a large volume of a 
good product without danger of 
glut, but that a smaller quantity of 
a poor grade will quickly spoil the 
best of markets." 


Allewalt cited the orange crop as 


one instance of the value of the 
California 
fruit 
and 
vegetable 


standardization act to the producer. 
The legislation was initiated and 
sponsored, he pointed out, principal- 
ly by the producers themselves, for 
their own protection. 


The standardization act sets up 


mHimum standards for some nine- 
teen crops, which are specifically 
named, and requires that these crops 
when packed, shipped and offered 
for sale, shall conform to these 
standards.

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The Peteet Tragedy 


The following editorial from the columns of the Los 


Angeles Times on the Peteet tragedy is probably the sanest 
review of this sickening incident of the many hundreds 
of columns which have been written during the past two 
weeks by the editorial writers of California. In strikes at 
the seat of this horrible condition, and is worthy the con- 
sideration of every American family who are inclined to 
visit these dens of iniquity in a spirit of curiosity or for 
the thrill of the forbidden : 


The promised co-operation of the governments of the 


United States and Mexico in a move to clean up such bor- 
der conditions as those which led to the self-destruction 
of foiir members of an American family after a visit to 
Tia Juaua gives ground for the hope-that even from that 
pitiful and shocking tragedy ultiniw^ benefit may come. 


The whole truth of the Peteet case will probably never 


be known. The four principals are dead by their own 
hands, or by the hand of the father of the two young women 
whose abduction and mistreatment in the dens of Tia Juana 
were to them an unendurable disgrace. 
Those others with 


first-hand knowledge of what actually occurred are apt to 
prove prejudiced and unreliable witnesses. 


As well as it can be pieced together from the known 


facts, the story is, to a certain point, the ordinary one of 
the. visit of a group of Americans to Tia Juana in search 
of more potent gayeties than are available above the line. 
Thomas Peteet, his wife and two grown daughters, all late- 
ly from Missouri, comprised the party. All were drinking. 
In the coiirse of their potations, the father declared, they 
were served drugged liquor. While he was in a stupefied 
condition .his daughters were spirited away and held pris- 
oners for some time in different Tia Juana dives, where 
they were subjected to outrage. Later they were released 
and managed to find their way back across the border, 
where the immigration officials were apprised of what had 
occurred. 


When the family returned to their temporary home in 


San Diego they appear to have agreed upon suicide as pre- 
ferable to facing the world after their terrible experience. 
So much is intimated in a note found in the gas-filled home 
where three lay dead and one dying. A loaded but un- 
fired revolver beside tlie body of Peteet indicates that he 
was the instigator of the pact, perhaps more. 


The case of the Peteets is probably not exceptional 


save in the tragedy. 
The dens of Tia Juana are notorious 


and from them seep tales of crime and outrage revolting 
alike to good Americans and to good Mexicans. 


Nor can all the blame be laid at the door of Tia Juana 


itself. The principal patrons of her bars, dance' halls, 
gambling hells and dives arc Americans. It is American 
money which keeps Tia Juana alive as a plague spot on the 
border. 
To a degree at least, it is the demand of Ameri- 


cans for pleasures with the lid off which is responsible for 
those conditions. 
, • . 


The Peteets were typical of thousands of middle-class 


Americans who visit Tia Juana, chiefly from curiosity and 
for the thrill of the forbidden. 
Pcteet and his daughters 


were children of the century. They fancied they could 
come in contact with vice without contamination; that they 
could cleanse themselves of the filth of Tia Juana by a bath 
and a change of clothes. 


Whatever their own fault or folly, responsibility for 


their fate may not be shirked by society. They may have 
reaped the reward of blind and foolish recklessness, but 
that does not justify another hour of life for the conditions 
that wrought their ruin. If their fate stirs the public on 
both sides of the line to a united effort to wipe out those 
conditions the Peteets will not have died in vain. 


Gov. Rodriguez has an almost impossible task to keep 


the kind of people who go to Tia Juana going straight. 
It 


is only due to the fact that he is courageous, able and right- 
minded that there is any safety under conditions that now 
exist at Tia Juana, where gambling and booze are legalized 
under the law. He is not responsible for the law, but is 
limited to keeping conditions as tolerable as possible under 
such law. He must be supported by public opinion on 
both sides of the border? 


There are people, well intended but mislead, in Cali- 


fornia who would like to bring about legalized gambling 
with horse racing here, believing that it would attract tour- 
ists and promote material prosperity. 
There are others 


who would like to bring "light wince and beer" back in 
order to give other curiosity seekers an opportunity to get 
the thrills at home that the Peteet family sought in Tia 
Juana.
